College Enrolls 
a> Students 


A total of 1135 is the latest fig- 
ure on the largest student body to 
attend Rhode Island State since the 
war began, as matriculating veter- 
ans entered their new Quonset do- 
miciles last week. 


Remarkable work has been done 
on these buildings, although it may 
not seem so at the present. Ground 
was broken only five weeks ago for 
the 31 northern type officers’ huts. 
Two of them will be used for study 
quarters. Six additional huts will 
comprise the “galley,” or supple- 
mentary dining service, next to Lip- 
pitt. 

According to the latest, more 
than 400 second semester freshmen 
have registered with Dean Weldin, 
and 134 upperclass veterans regis- 
tered with Captain Hazlett. There 
are over 20 veterans signed up for 
advanced ROTC and more are ex- 
pected. 

Among the civilian-clothed vet- 
erans, 95 are in the School of En- 
gineering, 65 in Business Adminis- 
tration, 23 in Agriculture and Home 
Economics, 30 in Science and 15 in 
Physical Education. 

The latest figure for total enroll- 
ment of the college is 1135, includ- 
ing 631 men and 504 women. There 
are 223 first semester freshmen, 
441 second semester frosh, 423 up- 
perclassmen, and 48 irregulars,

The award will be 
announced at Commencement if 
won by a Senior, and on Honors 
Day if won by a Freshman, Sopho- 
more, or Junior. 





“Fraternity life has been subject 
to a great deal of criticism in recent 
years. There are those who advo- 
cate that college fraternities be 
abolished. I cannot share this 
view. I believe that fraternities 
have grown out of a natural group 
instinct that will find expression in 
some way among college students, 
and to my mind the fraternities are 
one of the best modes of expression. 
I recognize their weaknesses; I rec- 
ognize that in many institutions 
they have not lived up to their po- 
tentialities. I recognize likewise 
that, under weak or misguided 
leadership, they may be detrimental 
rather than a constructive force in 
college life. However, it seems to 
me that in its experience with fra- 
ternities Rhode Island State College 
has been particularly fortunate. It 
has been the traditional policy of 
the college to encourage fraterni- 
ties, and I believe this should be 
continued. Close cooperation be- 
tween the fraternities and the col- 
lege administration, in a spirit of 
mutual confidence, has prevailed. 
The present period of inactivity has 
given us an opportunity to appraise 
fraternity life and to plan improve- 
ments. I anticipate that, when the 
fraternities are revived, the admin- 
istration will enjoy the full coop- 
eration of both alumni and under- 
graduate members in strengthening 
the constructive influence of fra- 
ternity life on the campus. 

“One of the most serious handi- 
caps in our fraternity life has been 
the necessity of quartering un- 
pledged freshmen in the various 
houses. This has been good neither 
for the fraternities nor for the 
freshmen themselves. The solu- 
tion lies in new freshman dormi- 
tories. This is a ‘must’ on our 
building program, and I hope that 
the dormitory space will be avail- 


able by the time the fraternities: 


are ready to reopen,

Poll of Campus 
Radio Listeners 


Radio listening habits of Amer- 
ican college students will be scru- 
tinized in a survey by the Inter- 
collegiate Broadcasting System. Ap- 
proximately 2000 students will be 
asked to name their favorite types 
of programs, their favorite stations, 
their best listening times.

It will not injure 
the soil and is harmless to humans 
and amimals when used according 
to directions. It is odorless and non- 
staining. 

The action of the chemical is 
such that weeds literally strangle 
themselves to death because 2,4-D 
is a plant hormone which affects 
the growth factor of broad-leaf 
plants and can be used to destroy 
them as well as stimulate them.
